This is in response to the Restriction Requirement stated in the Office Letter 
dated December 14, 2006. 

The Examiner requires that claims of either Group I, claims 1-21, 26-29, 32, 
35, 38, and 41; Group II, claims 22, 24, 30, 33, 36, 39, and 42; or Group III, claims 
23, 25, 31, 34, 37, 40, and 43 be elected for prosecution. Further, if Group I is 
elected, one of species (A), (B), or (C) must further be elected. 

Applicants elect to prosecute Group I, claims 1-21, 26-29, 32, 35, 38, and 41, 
drawn to an adaptive antenna radio communication device. Species (B), claims 7- 
11, 13, 16-17, and 20-21, where the adaptive antenna radio communication device 
includes a divided band direction estimating unit that has a path search unit for 
calculating a delay profile and estimates the direction-of-arrival based is further 
elected.
